The Chairman referred to the recent bombing of US personnel 
and property in Saigon and General Schow reported various details on 
the background, circumstances and extent of injuries or damage. 
Several members expressed the view that the bombings appeared to be 
Communist-inspired rather than a manifestation of popular anti-US 
sentiment,

After stating that he did not necessarily regard it as a 
sensitive situation, General Schow informed the members regarding 
the nature of new approaches being made by the Egyptians to the US 
military attache in Damascus.

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General Lewis reported the details of recent Soviet actions 
against certain US attache personnel in the USSR, Various members 
indicated their concern over this matter and noted the desirability of 
devising suitable methods of dealing with this and any similar future 
incidents, both by diplomatic and other means. The Chairman sug - 
gested that Mr. Cumming consult further on this matter with appro- 
priate personnel in the State Department.

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9, Restricted Session 


a. Memorandum re Soviet 
Capabilities and Intentions 


The Chairman circulated a CIA memorandum, dated 22 October, 
dealing with various military factors affecting Soviet capabilities and 
intentions over the next five years, noting that it was designed for use 
as a working paper in the forthcoming discussions with the British. 

The members exchanged views on this paper in the course of which 
certain suggested amendments were incorporated in the memorandum, 
including an indication that the statements therein should not necessarily 
be regarded as reflecting an agreed IAC view. It was also agreed that 
copies of the memorandum, as amended, would be distributed to the 
members on a limited basis. 


b. GMIC Report 


The members considered a GMIC proposal in restricted 
session, during which General Cabell presided. The GMIC plan was 
approved, subject to certain considerations raised during the course 
of the discussion.
